BLACKMAILERS' TRIAL 


IN NEW YORK COURT 


Federal Agents Decide to Institute 


Campaign of Prosecution at 


Once.

Washington, Sept. 21.—Conferences 


of federal agents who have been in- 
vestigating the so-called blackmailing 
syndicate, were continued at the de- 
partment of justice today. 'The depart- 
ment ipractically ihas decided to insti- 
tute its first campaign of prosecution 
against the alleged blackmailers ot 
Mrs. Regina S. Clipper of Philadelphia 
in the federal court of New York City. 
The defendants in the case probably 
will 'be removed to New York imme- 
diately for trial, which is expected to 
begin in a month. 
John C. 'Ktnox, 
assistant 
attorney 
general at New York, was selected to 
have charge of all the blackmailing 
prosecution in recent .cases, developed 
in Chicago." 
It was learned today, that the gov- 
ernment's chief witness, Frank Crock- 
er, who made a confession of his part 
in the blackmailing and kidnapping of 
Mrs. Repina Clipper, of Philadelphia, 
has been threatened by other mem- 
bers of the gang because he turned in- 
former. 
Crocker was arrested in Bos- 
ton and his present whereabouts are 
being kept secret, until the case comes 
up to trial.

Olathe, Kas., Sept. 21.—Bert Dudley, 
charged with the murder of Henry 
Muller, an aged German, and his wife, 
was taken from the Johnson county 
jail here early 'this morning by a 
masked mob and hanged to a tele- 
phone pole. The mob came to Olathe 
in motor cars, supposedly from near 
Stillwell, where Muller lived. Sheriff: 
Lon Carroll refused to give up Dudley 
and the mob overpowered him. They 
then battered down three jail doors. 
Several shots were flred but no one 
was Injured. 
Neighbors of Murdered Couple. 
The mob, which was -.composed of 
about sixty men, thought to have been 
neighbors of the murdered couple, 
camo into Olathe quietly. Sheriff Car- 
roll was called from his residence in 
the jail by a message that a, man had 
been injured in a motorcar • accident. 
He was followed from behind as he 
came downstairs. He began firing wjth 
his revolver, but his hand was knock- 
ed aside and the shots went into the 
ceilliig. He was then 
overpowered, 
'his hands tied and taken with the 
mob, while it battered down the three 
jail doors with sledge hammers taken 
from a garage across the street. 
The jail keys were thrown away by 
Mrs. Carroll, the 
sheriff's wife, and 
she called on under-sheriff, A. J. Car- 
berry, the city marshal, and the fire 
department. 
The 
undersheriff 
and 
Carberry also were overpowered and 
tied and Carberry was struck on the 
head -with a revolver and rendered 
unconscious. 
The fire department 
was forced to desist in its efforts to 
subdue the mob with streams of wa- 
ter, by a display of revolvers. 
Denies His Guilt. 
"So help me God, I didn't do it/ 
Dudley is quoted as having said, when 
he was taken from his cell. The mob 
then'went to the edge of the town in 
motor cars and hanged Dudley to a 
telephone pole. Then several .shots 
were fired into his body. 
Lived In Wisconsin. 
Green Bay, Wis., .Sept. 21.—Henry 
Muller and his wife, for whose mur- 
der Bert Dudley was hanged by a 
maskec" mob at Olathe.

it on the ground that the price of ma 
terials has risen. In his letter to the 
commission .Mayor Frank Hammil 
referred to Paffel as a kicker, but ad 
mitted that there 
are 
several hun 
dred people in the city who are not 
getting city water, and that in sonre 
instances individuals have installed 
extensions at their own expense. 
He 
said that the cesspools do not effect 
Pagel as bad as some others; that 
the city realizes the desirability of 
giving service but has no money and 
that it is facing a serious question 
on the sewage problem. He declared 
that the city is up against the ques- 
tion of getting power and that this 
prohibits any extension work. 'Some 
:ime ago the city officials took up in- 
'ormally with the commission and at- 
torney general the question of raising 
'unds to build and operate another 
lydro-electric plant. The city has one 
water power developed and this runs 
joth the electric light and water plant. 
They wanted to issue mortgage certi- 
ficates to build the second plant, the 
cost of which was estimated at ap-
